•^oans  are  of  two  types;    (1)  Production  loans  for  the  purpose  of  livestock,  seed, 
fertilizer,  equipment  and  other  f arm  supplies,  for  refinancing  chattel  indebted- 
ness and  for  subsistence;     (2)  Farm  Ownership  Leans  for  making  40-year  loans  from 
appropriated  funds,  called  Direct  Loans,  to  buy,  improve,  or  enlarge  family  type 
farms;  and  for  mortgage  insurance  for  loans  advanced  by  private  lenders  for  the 
same  purpose  as  direct  loans. 

The  organization  is  headed  by  a  National  Office  in  which  an  Administrator  with 
the  assistance  of  a  technically  trained,  staff  plans,  directs,  and  executes  und.er 
powers  and  authorities  delegated  to  him  by  the  Farmers  Home  Administration  Act 
of  1945,  all  functions  of  the  agency. 

State  Offices  operate  directly  under  the  National  Office.    A  State  director 
assisted  by  a  technically  trained  staff  and  State  Advisory  Committee  is  responsible 
to  the  Administrator  for  the  planning,  coordination  ~nd  direction  of  all  activities 
of  the  agency  in  a  given  state. 

County  offices  are  established  within  the  state.    The  county  office  is  headed  by  a 
county  supervisor  who  is  assisted  by  a  clerk  typist  rnd  q  county  advisory  committee 
The  couuty  supervisor  has  full  responsibility  for  making  a;nd  servicing  all  typos 
of  loans  authorized  under  the  Act.    He  provides  supervisory  assistance  to  borrowers 
to  insure  their  progress.     Two  of  the  specialist  positions  of  the  agency  are 
Farm  Management  Specialist  and  Home  Economist. 

Miss  Erna  Proctor  from  the  State  Office  in  Atlanta  represents  the  Farmers 
Home  Administration  as  a  member  of  the  Atlanta  Branch  Library  Advisory 
Committee.
